WHAT EXCUSE THIS TIME? 


A few weeks ago in this column the numbers 
12418 were printed. 

The 12 stood for the month of December. The 
4 meant that the Finance Committee had had a 
meeting on that date. The 18 meant that the 
Board of Selectmen had had a meeting on that 
date. 

Both of these meetings were legal, for in 
both instances they were posted, 24 hours in 
advance, on a public bulletin board, as the law 
requires. 

The law we refer to is the so-called Open 
Meeting Law, whereby the public is supposed to 
be notified that there is to be a meeting. 

We agree that the law is a foolish one, 
it is there, and is supposed to be obeyed. 

There were several occasions when the Board 
of Selectmen were in the Town Hall, during the 
month of January, 1962, in what they believed 
was a meeting, but none of those meetings were 
posted, in conformity with the law. 

The budget has been considered. Licenses 
have been granted. Public hearings have been 
held. 

None of which, according to 
Law, can be considered legal. 

The first meeting of 1962 which will be le- 
gal will he that of Feb. 5, 1962, which is now 
posted in the Town Hall.
